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Andrean High was established in 1959 by 
the Most Reverend Andrew G. Grutka, Bis- 
hop of Gary, as a co-institutional school. It 
is located on about 30 acres of land, just 
outside the City of Gary. 

This school of approximately 1560 stu- 
dents is staffed by the Basilian Fathers, 
the Sisters of Saints Cyril and Methodius, 
and Christian laymen and women. It is ad- 
ministered by one principal who is assisted 
by two vice-principals, one for the boys 
and one for the girls. 

The objective of Andrean High School 
is the development of its students into well- 
balanced personalities, directed toward super- 
natural as well as natural truth, so that they 
may live and work as true followers of 
Christ. This objective is well defined in the 
school’s motto, Magister Mens Christus, that 
is, "Christ is my Teacher.”
